' Odd Fourth, isn't it? 


•Newark celebrated the quietest In- 


dependence Day in her history, Fri- 
day, when noisy cannon crackers, toy 
pistols and deadly explosive 
cines 
were replaced by a sane observance 
in strict compliance with the city or- 
dinance and the 
orders of Mayor 


Swartz. As a result, the annual pro- 
cession of Fourth of 
July victims 


was not in evidence. 
Instead, thousands of Newarkites 
sought the cooling breezes of Buck- 
eye Lake where at the park and var- 
ious smaller 
resorts, there 
were 


many forms of diversion to take the 
place of the noisy old-fashioned cel- 
ebration. Flags and bunting in pro- 
fusion kept everybody from forget- 
ting the import of the day, while all 
merehantile houses were closed for 
the day. 
Despite the closing of stores, there 


was no deserted 
appearance about 


the streets for -throngs 
filled the 


downtown thoroughfares, 
boarding 
cars and driving through in automo- 
biles, enroute for family picnics at 
the various parks and in the coun- 
try. 


Many Newark people went to other 
cities, taking advantage of the day's 
vacation from duly to spend a few 
hours with out-of-town friends. Sev- 
eral went to Utica 
and 
Pataskula, 


where genuine old-fashioned 
cele- 


brations were on the program. 


Newark merchants heeded the au- 


thorities and'as a result no fireworks 
were to be seen or heard. 
Police 


made sure that none of the deadly 
toys for pyroteclinical entertainment 
WUB on Bale. 
H was the nrst time In years that 


celebrutiou of the Fourth 
did not 
start two or three nights In advance 
of the eventful day and oontiiiue tol- 
as many days after. 
In smaller towns throughout the 


county many dealers bought a sup- 
ply of the usual noise-making devicea 
and ttrecrackers, balloons, toy pistols 
and the like wero in evidence.

By President Woodrow Wilson 


On the Memorable Battlefield

Wilson arrived at the station in the 
town of Gettysburg this morning at 
11:02 o'clock. 
The president was 


escorted to an automobile and ac- 
companied by Gov. Tennor, passed 
through the town to the ISmmits- 
burg road and then proceeded ovei; 
that thoroughfare to the camp where' 
he delivered his address. The presi- 
dent spoke as follows: 


"Friends and Follow Citizens: T 


need not tell >ou what the battle of 
Gettysburg meant.

men in Blue and Gray sit all about 
us here. Many of them met here up- 
on this ground in grim and deadly 
struggle.

Lincoln's Gettysburg Address. 


(Delivered Novemb*;, 19, 1863.) 


Four score and seven years ago, our fathers brought forth up- 


on ibis sentiment a new nation, conceived in liberty and dedicated 
to the proposition that all men are created equal. Now we are en- 
gaged in a great civil war, testing whether that nation or any n'a- 
tion, so conceived and so dedicated, can long endure., We are met 
on a great battlefield of th*t_war. -We have come to dedicate-*.- 
portion of that field as a final resting place for those who here gave 
their lives that that nation might live. 


It is altogether fitting and proper that we should do this. But 


in a larger sense, we cannot dedicate, we cannot consecrate, we 
cannot hallow this ground. 
The brave men, living and dead, who 


struggled here have consecrated it far above our power to add or 
detract. The world will little note, nor long remember, what we 
say here, but it cannot forget what they did here. 


It is for us, the living, raincr, to bo dedicated hero to the un- 


finished work which they who fought here have thus far so nobly 
advanced. 


It is rather for us to be here dedicated to the great task re- 


maining before us, that from these honored dead wo take increas- 
ed devotion to that cause for which they gave the last full meas- 
ure ol devotion; that we here highly resolve that these dead shall 
not have died in vain; that this nation, under God, shall have 
a 


new birth of freedom and that government of the people, by the 
people and for the people shall not perish from the earth.

Dixon said: "The fact that only forty 
deaths have occurred during the ex- 
cessive heat, despite the presence oC 
fiO.OOO or 60,000 veterans and civil- 
ians, the majority of whom are in 
advanced ages, and due to several 
causes. 
"In the first place the old soldiers 


represent the survival of the flttost. 
The sanitary arrangements were con- 
sidered of the utmost importance and 
have been 
of the most 
advanced 


character. 


"Tho hospilal service 
has been] 


excellent both in the city and in the 
camp and constant attention of ex- 
perienced physicians and nurses have 
boon given all ailing veterans and 
civilians, lifting many of them out 
of tlio jaws of death. This has un- 
questionably saved many who undef 
any other circumstances would hava 
sunk. 


All of these things have combined 


to kcpj) Hie mortality down to such, 
a low point.

If 
they want to remain one nation, one 
nation It is; If they want to give the 
negro the vote, the law la passed; If 
they want to have a war with Spain, 
they have It, and in time to come If 
they want the women to vote there will 
be votes for women. 


These few remarks are on account of 


a, recent explosion In the house be- 
cause a bill waa about to pass prohibit- 
ing the exportation of opium. "You 
can't do that," said a stickler for tbe 
constitution, "because the constitution 
•aya no export tax shall be levied." But 
T*e can absolutely prohibit anything 
coming in or going out or passing be- 
tween the states. And that's what we 
will do with opium.
